here a young .Hritish soldier -who bad 
Jbcon a LrOiulon Ibroker' a few monllis 
ago today lold the story of Ills -Jlrst 
Hiayonct charge. '11 will be his lasl loo, 
for he -will never be w<Hl enough again 
to be sent hack" to the front. 


"We had gone- Into the 
trenches 


around Ypres only a few days .before," 
ho said, "and my. llnst exiiei-icnco of 
Ihe realilifrs of Ihe war was to lie .pa- 
tiently suffering an awful inactivity 
ivhlle the artillery on both sides bel- 
ched destruction on the hien facing 
each other in the Ircn'chcs. 


"As dawn 'broke 1 fell an uncontrol- 


lable de'.sirc lo climb out of ihe trench- 
es inlo Iho open, but 1 knew it would 
Ije coin-tins death 'as I saw Iho next 
momenl. Tho man nearest me raised 
his head aibovp the parallel,.ami in an 
instant was bassjed by a snipper. HO 
rolled over with u slltled inurmev, and 
lay quite still with his face burled 
in the .soft red earth. 
H turned him 


over and spoke to him, he was dead 
wilh a -hole In his forehead. 


"The day passed fairly quietly until J 


dusk when we received Ihe order thill 
in an hour's lime we were lo storm 
one of Ihe enemy's advanced .positions. 


"The next hour seemed 'a lifetime. 


The noise of tho bombardment swelled 
louder and louder, but J hardly noticed 
it. The men around me showed their 
emotions in their faces. Some were 
excited and -showed an almost exag- 
gerated .enthusiasm for the work, in 
hand. The^najority were strangely si- 
lent. I can honestly say 1 felt no ac- 
tual 'fear, hut I could nol' help re- 
memiJcrini,- that in a snarl, lime our 
numbers would .yrotmbly be reduced liy 
half, and 1 was prepared for Ihe worse.
